ASHINGTON, March 28.—Coun- 
sel for the opposition to con- 
firmation of Louis D. Brandeis 
as an Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court today filed a brief with the 
Senate judiciary subcommittee, as- 
serting that they had proved that Mr. 
Brandeis had violated the canons of 
professional ethics of the American 
Bar Association; had made false and 
misleading statements; had been guilty 
of duplicity in the performance of his 
professional duties; had represented 
interests opposed to the public welfare, 
and had been guilty of sharp prac- 
tices. The subcommittee probably 

wili vote Saturday on its report. 

The attorneys who signed the brief, 
which purports to summarize 1300 
pages of testimony heard by the com- 
mittee, were Austen G. Fox and Ken- 
neth Spence of New York. The stand- 
ard of professional ethics which they 
charge Mr. Brandeis with having vio- 
lated, is one which forbids a lawyer in 
whom confidence has been reposed by 
a client thereafter accepting employ- 
ment from others in matters adverse- 
ly affecting any interest of the client 
with respect to which the confidence 


had been reposed.

ALLIES TO JUSTIFY 
SEIZURE OF MAILS.

WASHINGTON, March 28.—Replies 
from the Entente allies to the pro- 
tests of the United States against 
the interference with mails have 
reached the embassies hero and are 
soon to be presented to the State De- 
partment. 

Asserting the right of supervision 
of malls passing through their terri- 
tory and also the right to exclude 
contraband goods for the enemy, 
some of the powers, at least, are seek- 
ing to reduce the complaint of de- 
tention by greatly enlarging the facili- 
ties for examination of suspicious mail 
and otherwise speeding up the han- 
dling of such matters.

WATER REPORTED FALLING IN 
OHIO AND MICHIGAN.

COLUMBUS (o.) March 28.—Flood 
waters in rivers throughout Ohio were 
receding rapidly tonight, according to 
Weather Bureau officials, who de- 
clared that all danger resulting from 
recent rains in the State had passed. 

Portsmouth reported today that the 
lowlands about the city were flooded 
but that no homes had been aban- 
doned. The situation in the Muskin- 
gum Valley became critical this after- 
noon when the river was within a 
foot of the danger mark, threatening 

on, Zanesville, McConnetlis- 
ville and Marietta, but reports from 
these cities tonight stated that the 
water was slowly falling. 

MUCH DAMAGE IN MICHIGAN. 

(BY A. Fr. NIGHT WIRE.) 

DETROIT (Mich.) March 28. 
Reassuring reports that cities and 
towns in the flood regions of Lower 
Michigan no longer were threatened 
seriously by high waters, continued to 
reach Detroit late today. These re- 
ports, however, increased the toll of 
damage. 

Telegraph, telephone and railroad 
companies sustained heavy losses. 
Bridges which spanned rivers and 
creeks in the Saginaw, Bay City and 
Flint district, were swept from their 
foundations. Saginaw and Flint were 
the only important points which re- 
ported rising rivers, while washouts 
made it impossible to run trains on 
the Detroit and Mackinac Railway to 
Alpena from Bay City. and rescue 
parties from Bay City went to Bangor 
Township to assist families who were 
reported marooned. 

One death, seven injuries and many 
narrow escapes due to flood conditions 
have been reported. Miss Pearl Sav- 
age, 17 years old, was drowned in Pine 
River, near Standish, when the buggy 
in which she was driving with her 
father and brother, was swept away 
when they were fording the river. Sav- 
age and his son were rescued.

ONDON, March 28.—After nearly 
L a week's quiet broken only by 

the constant pounding of artil- 
lery, the Germans launched another 
heavy attack west of the Meuse to- 
day. But instead of seeking to push 
their flanking move closer to Esnes, 
thus cutting off the French positions 
at Le Mort Homme and Hill No. 304, 
the Germans attacked about Hau- 
court, where tlie last gain was made 
a week ago. 

But this time the French were pre- 
pared and although wave after wave 
of German infantry was launched at 
the position, Paris declares that each 
was shattered by artillery fire. As 
in the attempts to leave the shelter 


dead being left on the open ground. 

German assaults about Verdun have 
almost ceased to interest the French. 
The fate of the battle is already de- 
clared to have been decided, and no 
amount of German activity about the 
fortress will avail to o re that 
fact. The flanking attack west of 
the Meuse, which like the initial drive 
at Dovaumont, won some success at 
fits outset, ie now set down as a com- 
plete failure; The reversion to Hau- 
court today is held to be confirmation 
of that fact. 
Instead of Verdun, it fs the rapidly- 
developing Russian offensive about 
Dvinsk and the allied conference 
which began yesterday in Paris that 
hold French attention. Paris ob- 
servers are watching closely for the 
first sign of the transfer of German 
troops from Verdun to the east front. 
When that takes place, it will be a 
confession by the German General 
Staff, it is pointed out, that Teuton 
numbers in the east are insufficient to 
copé with the Russians. The Verdun 
attack, with its unprecedented mass- 
ing of men and guns, has shown the 
German weakness in the west. With 
its failure passes the last Teuton 
chance of enforcing a decision. Thus 
with the Germans no longer equal in 
the west or the east, observers say 
that the hour for the grand allied of- 
fensive will have struck. The Kaiser's 
most effective weapon—the ability to 
concentrate man and gun superiority 
ata given point—will have been taken 
from him, and the issue will be com- 
pletely with the allies. If their offen- 
sive is to begin in May. as has been 
predicted, it is the Germans them- 
selves who have elected the time.

GERMAN DESTROYER 
SUNK BY BRITISH. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A, P.} 

LONDON, March 28, 6:40 p.m.—0Of- 
ficial announcement was made today 
that in the recent engagement off the 
German coast a British light cruiser 
rammed and sank a German destroyer. 
The announcement follows: 

“All the ships employed in the op- 
erations off the German coast have 
now returned to their ports except 
the Medusa, which ship, as was feared, 
was sunk after her crew had been 
taken off in very bad weather by the 
destroyer Lassoc without any casualty, 
a fine piece of seamanship. 

“Our destroyers while dealing with 
enemy vessels were themselves at- 
tacked by enemy aircraft. They re- 
ceived no damage of any kind. 

“The following passengers were res- 
cued from the enemy patrol trawlers 
which were previously reported sunk 
by our ships, viz.: Four from the 
trawler Otto Rudolf, sixteen from the 
trawler Braunchweig. 

“On Saturday night a division of 
German destroyers was encountered 
by our light cruisers. One of these 
destroyers was rammed and sunk by 
HMS. Cleopatra. None of her crew 
was saved.” 


An official German statement of 
yesterday told of the loss of a Ger- 
man torpedo boat during the encoun- 
ter off the north Frisian coast. The 
statement said two armed fishing 
steamers had been sunk and that one 
torpedo boat had failed to return. The 
British lost three seaplanes and a 
British destroyer is believed to have 
been gunk.

ERSHING USES 
RAILROAD LINES. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN ANTONIO (Tex.) March 28.— 
Confirmation that Gen. Pershing al- 
ready has been using a portion of the 
Northwestern Railroad for transporta- 
tion of troops was secured by Gen. 
Funston today from what was said to 
be an unofficial source. This informa- 
tion included a report of the over- 
turning of two cars and the injuring 
of ten troopers of the Tenth Cavalry 
and several horses. Three of the men 
were reported seriously injured. 

The accident occurred while the cars 
were being taken over a shoo-fly that 
had been built around the Cumbre 
tunnel south of Casas Grandes. One 
of the rails gave way and the cars 
rolled down an embankment. 

No reports from Gen. Pershing were 
received teday, but his silence caused 


no uneasiness at headquarters where 
the chief concern continued to be the 
problem of getting supplies into Mex- 
ico without a railroad. 


LOCATION OF TROOPS. 
Exactly where Col. Dodd's cavalry 
is now, or into how many detach- 
ments it has been divided, was un- 
known at Gen. Funston's headquar- 


The exact whereabouts of Gen. 
Pershing also remained unreported, 
but this lack of information created 


no uneasiness, for Gen. Pershing still 
has orders to work out his own prob- 
lems. 

Full realization of the danger into 
which some of the advanced detach- 
ments must be moving was acknowl- 
edged. Villa's known ability as a di- 
rector of ambuscedes has aroused 
frank expressions of fear among army

Openly expressed pessimism as to 
an early capture of Villa now ts tre- 
quently heard. Unless checked by

WASHINGTON, March 28.—Any 
restrictions imposed by a foreign 
country on immigration from the 
United States automatically would be- 
come operative as a reciprocal restric- 
tion upon immigration from that coun- 
try into the United States under a 
provision written into the Burnett im- 
migration bill today by the House. 
The amendment was submitted by 
Representative Humphrey of Wash- 
ington, who cited specifically a Ca- 
nadlan order in council barring un- 
skilled and skilled laborers from en- 
tering Canada through British Co- 
Jumbia ports. 

The House failed to complete debate 
on the bill as leaders had expected, 
and discussion will be continued 
Thursday. Calendar Wednesday will 
prevent consideration of it tomorrow, 
but the House agreed to meet earlier 
than usual on Thursday so that de- 
bate might be ended and a final vote 
taken on that day. 

In advocating his amendment Rep- 
resentative Humphrey deciared 63 per 
cent. of the applicants for charity in 
Seattle last winter were foreigners and 
that the United States “ought not to 
permit British Columbia to make this 
country a dumping ground for her 
laborers.”’ 

BURNETT PERSEVERING.

PARIS, March 28.—A bombardment 
of great violence against the French 
positions from Avocourt to Bethin- 
court, west of the Meuse, was followed 
this afternoon by a German attack 
which was launched against the 
Haucourt-Malancourt front in succes- 
sive waves. It was repulsed with 
heavy losses, according to the official 
statement issued by the French War 
Office. 


THE BERLIN REPORT. 
(BY WIRELESS AND A. P.} 


BERLIN, March 28 (via Sayville.) | 


—The text of the report issued today 
at the German army headquarters, 
dealing with operations on the western 
front, says: 

“South of St. Eloi there were lively 
actions at close range around the cat- 
ters eprung by the British and in the 
vicinity of the connecting lines. 

“On both sides of the River Meuse 
there was nothing new to report.” 

According to the announcement, a 
German flying squadron made a raid 
on Saloniki yesterday, dropping many 
bombs on the new harbor and pe- 
troleum depot and on the camp of the 
Entente allies north of the town. 


AS TO RUSSIA. 
Regarding the fighting in Ruasia, 
“Eastern front: The Russians drove 

fresh masses of troops against our 
iine near Potavy.

“Repeated enemy attacks under 
cover of darkness near Mokrzyce met 
a similar fate. These attacks were 
made in an attempt to recover lost 
ground. 

“Balkan theater: In response to the 
enemy's aerial attack upon our posi- 
tions near Doiran Lake we conducted 
yesterday a similar raid upon Saloniki. | 
Our flying squadron dropped numerous 
bombs upon the new harbor and pe- 
troleum depot and on the Entente en- 
campment north of the town. 


RUSSIAN CASUALTIES. 


The Russian casualties in the pres- 
ent offensive against Field Marsba!

I found 400 men in Agua 
Prieta, but saw no artillery. I found 
all trench wires removed, no troops 
in any trenches, and no troops on any 
side of Auga Prieta. 
However. there are 1000 at Cabul- 
Jona, eighteen miles south. Gen. 
Calles invites all citizens to go and 
make a personal investigation of this 
matter. Cochise county at present is 
very quiet. 

“I also investigated the statement 
that there are 500 Villistas at Dra- 
goon. The report ie absolutely untrue. 

“A few United States troops, even a 
squad, in our outlying camps and 
towns, would absolutely insure peace 
there under present conditions.” 

Advices from Ciudad Juarez said the 
American forces in Mexico were 
“making a good impression on the

GOVERNMENT AGAIN HECKLED 
IN HOUSE OF COMMONS, 


Members of British Parliament 
Again Raise Question of Inefii- 
ciency of British Preparations 
Against Zeppelins, and Greater 
Care is Promised for Future. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A, P.) 

LONDON, March 28.—The govern- 
ment was again heckled in the House 
of Commons tonight on the inef- 
ficiency of the British aircraft and 
defense against Zeppelins by Noel 
Pemberton-Billing, recently elected a 
member on the Committee of Pre- 
paredness, and other members who ac- 
cused the Ministers of parsimony and 
neglect of valuable inventions offered 
to them and declared that the public 
interest was being sacrificed to ignor- 
ance and intrigue among the higher 
officials. 

Harold J. Tennant, Parliamentary 
Secretary of the War Office, made con- 
ciliatory answers to these charges and 
assured Mr. Pemberton-Billing that 
he was wholly misinformed as to the 
charges of ignorance and intrigue and 
with respect to accidents attributed to 
faulty machines. He promised that a 
mall judicial body would be ap- 
pointed to investigate and report to 
Parliament. 

Mr. Tennant admitted that at pres- 
ent a majority of the German aero- 
planes were probably faster than a 
majority of the British, but he ex- 
pected soon to have a number of ma- 
chines superior to those of the Ger- 
mans. The War Office, he said, had 
not abandoned hope of dealing suc- 
cessfully with Zeppelin raids; in fact, 
their hope was higher than ever be- 
fore.

in the business of the House for its 
consideration. 

“T did not put this on the list of 
legislation which I suggested, be- 
cause it did not, in my mind, fall un- 
der the head of legislation at all, but 
only of incidental action for the pur- 
pose of inying the groundwork for 
future legislation at another session 
of Congress.

The case of Percy Tugwell, accused 
of the murder of Mrs. Maud B. Ken- 
nedy, may come to a sudden conclu- 
sion today. It was intimated yester- 
day afternoon by attorneys for the de- 
fendant that they will not call any 
defense witnesses to the stand, on the 
ground that the State had falled to 
prove its case, and also on the ground 
that testimony of State witnesses was 
80 conflicting that the admissions 


would in themselves serve to free 
Tugwell. 


Attorneys Rogers, Dominguez and 
Geisler went into a long conference 


immediately after the State rested its 
case, about 3 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. In order to determine the best 
course of action, Judge Houser was 
asked for a continuance until this 
morning, which was granted. 
Another trial of Tugwell may result 
if he is convicted by this jury, At- 
torney Rogers stating that Judge 
Houser had violated the constitutional! 
right of his client to a public trial 
when he ordered a clearance of the 
courtroom after a disturbance. This 
technicality he considers sufficient on

Deputy District Attorneys Doran 
and Selph expressed no fear of any 
action along these lines that might 
be taken.

I don’t know, unless it was to get 
money for my little girl,” is what Tug- 
well is alleged to have answered. He 
later explained that by little girl” he 
mean his bride-wife of a few weeka. 

Attorneys Rogers and Dominquez, in 
their cross-examination, intimated that 
had this confession actually been 
made, it certainly would have been 
introduced at the first trial. Mrs. 
Gilbert stated that she had not been 
subpoenaed and that “her testimony 
was probably not necessary inasmuch 
as several other confessions had ap- 
parently been made by Tugwell.

On Duty. 
OLICEMAN DIES OF 
ACCIDENT INJURIES. 


W. R. Krepps, 28 years of age, mo- 
torcycle policeman at the Eastside sta- 
tion, died last night from injuries re- 
ceived in a collision yesterday after- 
noon with a police automobile, at 
Avenue 20 and the Sait Lake tracks 

Policeman Krepps had been four 
years on the force, and in his field of 
work was known as a fearless and et- 
ficient officer, and had to his credit the 
capture of many speeding and reckless 
automobilists. His home was at No. 
2190 West Twenty-eighth street. 

Lieut. Adams, in charge of the 
Eastside station, made the following 
report on the accident: : 


“Police Chauffeur Arthur Boycott 
was driving the police machine, and 
was returning from an important call 
to the Eastside station. As he entered 
Avenue 20, he met up with a street 


car going south on the avenue. Not 
wishing to pass the car on the right- 
hand side, observing the rules of the 
road, Chauffeur Boycott turned to the 
left of the moving street car. 

“At the same time, Motorcycle Of- 
2 Krepps was leaving the station 
on an important call. He turned 
south into Avenue 20, from the Santa 
Fe tracks, which run near the Salt 
Lake tracks, taking advantage of the 
cut-off.

Solid Business Men

Hundred Thousand Members 
for Campaign Sought. 


Embracing many lines of finance, 
manufacture and various avenues of 
production in California, the Califor- 
nia Prosperity League was formally 
launched yesterday at a spirited lunch- 
eon at the Alexandria Hotel.

More 
than 100 prominent business men at- 
tended the luncheon and it was the 
sentiment of all that a vigorous cam- 
paign should be waged against the 
forces advocating the destruction of 
one of the principal assets of Califor- 
nia, the fight to be conducted from an 
economic standpoint. 

The league formed a permanent or- 
ganization with Williatf May Garland 
elected president; Watt L. Moreland, 
vice-president; William C. Mushet, 
treasurer and H. B. Woodill secretary.

RASHING through a roof at No.

JUMP AGAIN. 


Ten Cents Per Cwt. to be Added 
to All Grades Today; Rec- 
ord Quotations Belief. 


It takes money to have a 
sweet tooth these days. Today 
10 cents per hundredweight 
will be added to all grades of 
sugar, making the jobber’s price 
$7.30 for beet granulated, and 
$7.50 for cane and berry. Pre- 
dictions are being freely made 
in the trade that a new high 
record for sugar will be chalked 
up some time within the next 
four months, as the allied pow- 
ers are placing large orders for 
the sweet staple and the supply 
in this country is far below that 
of a normal year at this time. 

The raw sugar market in this 
country has been under the con- 
trol of speculators ever since 
the war broke out. On August 
1, 1914, cane sugar was worth 
$5.06 a hundredweight whole- 
sale in Los Angeles. On the 
fourteenth of that month it was 
worth $8.05, the highest level on 
which the staple has sold in this 
city in the past twenty years.

Officials will Inaugurate Work on

Arrangements were made at yester- 
days session of the Public Service 
Commission for the formal celebration 
of beginning work on the municipal 
electrical distributing system. This 
event is to occur at 3:30 o'clock to- 
morrow afternoon in front of the 
branch public library at Garvanza. 
Within a short distance from this spot 
the first pole will be raised. There 
will be speeches by Acting Mayor Bet- 
Kouski, President Del Valle of the 
Public Service Commission and Chief 
Electrical Engineer Scattergood. The 
pole is to be christened with aqueduct 
water. 

Representatives of the Chamber of 
Commerce and the San Diego exposti- 
tion asked that the commiasion pro- 
vide for making two replicas of the 
mammoth relief map of the Los An- 
geles aqueduct. It is desired to place 
one of these on permanent exhibition 
in the Chamber of Commerce and 
the other at the San Diego exposition. 
The subject was referred to Chief En- 
gineer Mulholland. 

The commission authorized adver- 
tisement for bids for structural steel 
for a substation of the aqueduct pow- 
er distributing system in the Gar- 
vanza district, and for the central sub- 
station to be erected on the river 
bank, south of the Main-street bridge. 

Bids for from $15,000 to $20,008 
worth of poles for the municipal dis- 
tributing system were returned un- 
opened and readvertisement was or- 
dered, with bids to be opened next 
Friday. in order to permit entrance 
of bidders who were delayed by north- 
ern connections. 

Chief Electrical Engineer Scatter- 
good announced that his report on the 
entire aqueduct power project, and a 
comparison of the portions completed 
with the original estimates therefor, 
was completed with the exception of 
checking on some minor matters, and 
that he would present the report at 
Friday's meeting.-

BUY OATMAN STOCK. 


Big Jim Mining Company Closes Im- 
portant Deal with Some of Coun- 
try’s Largest Mine Operators, 
Who will Enter the New 
Arizona District. 


In order to provide for the further 
development and full equipment of 
its property the Big Jim Gold Min- 
ing Company has concluded the gale, 
through the agency of H. E. Teter 
& Co., of 200,000 shares of its treas- 
ury stock for a total consideration of 
$350,000. The identity of the pur- 
chasing syndicate has not been dis- 
closed, but it is reliably reported that 
some of the largest mining operators 
in the United States are included 
among its members. 

This is the biggest deal in the hie- 
tory of the Oat mining camp, and 
demonstrates the faith that expe- 
tienced mining men have in the dis- 
trict. The next largest deal that has 
been closed since Oatman became a 
mining center was that of the United 
Eastern Mining Company, almost a 
year agg, when a sale approximating

SIX MONTHS’ TRUCE. 


Residents of Eagle Rock Valley and 
Managers of Strickland Home 
Reach 


Temporary Agreement 
Regarding that Institution. 
Have Special Teacher. 


The county ordinance proposing 
regulation of orphanages and homes 
for care of delinquent children was 


shelved, for six months at least, by 
the Board of Supervisors yesterday. 
This was the result of an agreement 
reached by the residents of Eagle 
Rock Valley and the officials of the 
Strickland Home. 

Eagle Rock persons were the in- 
stigatore of the ordinance, suggested 
in an effort to keep the children out 
of the public schools and off the streets 
where they might contaminate the 
Village boys and girls. It was 80 
drastic, that had it been passed, it 
would have injured and practically 
closed a number of similar charitable 
institutions against which no com- 
plaints had ever been issved. 

Dr. W. A. Lamb, in behalf of the 
Board of Trustees of Eagle Rock, 
stated that an amicable adjustment of 
the situation had been reached, and 
that probably the ordinance would 
never be necessary. According to his 
statements, a special teacher has been 
assigned to the home, which obviates 
the necessity of sending the boys to a 
public school. : 

In addition to this, the governing 
body of the home has agreed to place 
several Eagle Rock residents on the 
board of management, in order to see 
that no further difficulties arise over 
the conduct of the children. If the 
scheme does not work out successful- 
ly the Board of Supervisors will resur- 
rect the proposed ordinance at the 
end of six months and at that time 
take some action on it.

+} In affirming a local Land Office 
decision, in the case of Henry IL.

paredness should take.

ice we are going to get after every- 
thing is all settled. 

We must never forget that the value 
of each man’s telephone depends 
largely upon what the other people 
in the city have to pay for that serv- 
ice. If the charges for are 
reasonable and such as the people in 
general can afford, then we will find 
a telephone in practically every house, | 
and my telephone will put me in 
touch with everyone in the city. 

But if the rentals charged are 80 
high that none, but the wealthy can 
have telephones, there will be only 
a few users, and my telephone, in- 
stead of being a highway to every 
man’s ear, will be a costly by-path to 
a select circle of aristocrats. 

Se it seems to me that if Los An- 
geles is going to change the present 
telephone situation, and is going to 
entrust this utility to a single sys- 
tem, the people of this city should 
look very carefully at the matter of 
rates. If the city is going to buy one 
or both of the companies, we must be 


careful that we are not compelled to 
pay for dissipations of the prop- 
erties. us insist that every drop 


of water is wrung out of the prop- 
osition before we put up one cent of 
the people's money. 

And if that plan does not suit the 
present owners of the telephone sys- 
tems in Los Angeles, and if they pre- 
fer to merge the two companies into 
one, it is even more important that 
the public’s agents, the City Council, 
the Rallroad Commission and the 
Federal Attorney-General, shall see to 
it that the capital upon which we shall 
have to pay interest shall de the 
actual value of the properties which 
are used in the merged plants, and 
that having once determined upon 
and reasonable charges for service, 
there shall be no demand for higher 
rentals because of the monopoly that 
will exist. 

To my mind the present charges for 
service are as high as we should pay, 
and I believe that an honest valua- 
tion of the properties would show 
that they give a fair return on the

Tracey Brown, 76 years old, a pioneer 
who crossed the plains by wagon- 
train in 1862, ie dead at his home in 
Irwindale, two miles west of Covina, 
as a result of paralysis, which had

r. Brown was one of the forceful 
and picturesque characters of the 
earliest of California days. He was 
born in New York in September, 
1839. He left the home in Unadilia 
Forks, N. Y., in 1862 and in company 
with twenty-one men, he arrived at 
San Francisco in July, 1862. From 
this time he followed the life of a 
miner and stock-raiser. 

For the past thirty-one years Mr.

BUREAU PROPOSED. 
FOR FIRE PREVENTION. 

Copies of the proposed ord 
creating a fire prevention and public 
safety bureau within the fire depart- 
ment were received by the Public 
Safety Committee of the Council 
from the City Attorney yesterday. 
The ordinance, which will be a sub- 
ject for public hearing before it is 
presented for passage, will be consid- 
ered by the committee next week. 

The fire prevention bureau is to be 
an executive body entirely within the 
fire department and its m rs Mall 
include the Fire Chief, a fire preven- 
tion engineer in charge and a deputy 
fire prevention engineer in charge who 
shall be either battalion chiefs or 
captains in the department, and such 
other assistants and employees as the 
Council may by ordinance provide. 
Selection of the members of the de- 
partment are to be made by the Chief. 
The duties of the bureau will include 
the inspection of all buildings w 
reference to fire control or fire hazards 
and all cases where buildings do not 
comply with fire ordinances are to be 
reported to the Board of Public 
Works. All fire prevention inspectors 
are to be members of the fire depart- 
ment and they are to have right of 
entrance to any building or premises.

Mr. Barker’s first chart shows that 
on a heat-unit basis, each separate 
consumer has purchased a constant 
amount of heat since 1909, and the 
amount of this gas has been prac- 
tically constant, without regard to 
whether the gas has been artificial 
or a mixture. 

Mr. Barker testified that since the 
introduction of natural gas the an- 
nual sales per meter and the gross 
annual sales of the corporation have 
been on the decrease, due to the in- 
creased quality of gas, although the 
total annual sales had been on the 
increase from 1909 to 1918. 

He stated that in 1890 the company 
had 2588 meters, which had increased 
in 1915 to 130,681 meters, and that 
whereas each meter set in 1899 was 
delivering 42,014 cubic feet, this 
amount had fallen to 26,253 cubic feet 
in 1895, due to competition with elec- 
tricity 


It was during this period that the 
big hotels of the city turned to elec- 
tricity for their lighting. 

From 1899 to 1908 there was a 
rapid increase in gas sales, due to a 
campaign made n to Aevelop 
a load factor with gas appliances to 
take the place of the 
through electrical competition. After 
1912, there was a decline in the 
quantity of gas sold per meter, due 
to the introduction of natural 


that sales per 
meter per month in 1915 were 342. 
900,000 cubic feet for January and 
422,000,000 cubic feet for Augyst, and, 
in addition, a comparison between the 


lowest point since the 
drops of 1903’ and 1908. 

In regard to leakage, Mr. Barker 
testified that the hydro-carbon de- 
posits in the old artificial gas sealed 
up the small leaks in the system, so 
that there was only 7.95 per cent. of 
leakage at the time the natural gas 
was turned on, but that. due to the 
dry quality of natural gas, this leak- 
<= has increased since that 

me. 

In reply to a question from Attor- 
ney Overton, Barker testified that in 
1918. as chief engineer of the Board 
of Public Utilities, he had investigated 
artificial gas rates in other cities of 
the United States, and found, that Los 
Angeles had the lowest artificial gas 
rate in America, with the exception 
of Indianapolis, where the company 
had been forced into the hands of 
receivers. 

What Mr. Barker’s testimony means 
was outlined in the opening of the 
case by Attorney Overton. This out- 
line follows in part: 

“We shall deal with the past and 
present effect which the increase in 
the heat value of the gas has had 
upon the business of the corporation, 
and from this project the future ef- 
fect if there were still a further in- 
crease in the heat value. 

“These studies have been made by 
James K. Barker, an engineer of wide 
gas experience, who, during his sev- 
eral years’ connection with the local 
Board of Public Utilities, had occasion 
to investigate this matter from its 
many angles, not only as affecting the 
business of this corporation, but as af- 
fecting the business of the other com- 
panies engaged in similar in 
this locality. 

“These studies and investigations 
have developed a certain principle, 
and itt is highly important that this 
principle be clearly borne in mind 
during of our evi- 
dence. 

“This principle ts that the ratio be- 
tween the average annual meter con- 
sumption of gas varies inversely to 
the increase in the heat value of the 


gas. 
“This consumption {fs 
immediately refiected in the rate nec- 
essary. The less gas sold the higher 
must be the price. 
“Tt will be shown that in 1912. the 


has fallen to the

tured gas was served. the average an- 
nual consumption per active meter 
was th excess of 36.000 cubic feet: 
that a decrease in this consumption 
immediately followed the admixture of 
natural gas. 

“This decrease continued as the 
heat value of the gas was increased, 
until during the vear 1916. when a 
mixture of fifty-fifty was maintained it 
fell off to approximately 230,000 cubic 
feet per meter.
